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Think a Drastic Neutrality Law Should be One of Congress’ First Problems 


With the armies and navies of Europe virtually straining at the leash, editors 
of the nations newspapers are deploring the continued threats of war and hoping 
for the preservation of peace. In discussing these threats they feel that a_ strict 
neutrality law for the United States should be enacted and that it} will be one of 
the first problems Congress will tackle. 


“Chairman Nye of the Senate Munitions Committee, who has been conducting 
a thorough study of the American munitions field for three years, is preparing to 
submit to the next Congress a drastic program for munition control linked with 
national defense,” reports the Traverse City, Mich., Record-Ragle. 

“He wants to reinforce the present neutrality laws with an automatic embargo 
against loans or munitions sales to warring nations when war breaks out; a ‘cash 
and-carry plan’ forcing belligerents buying any kind of supplies in this country to 
come and take them away in their own vessels ; taking the profits out of an American 
war by limiting personal incomes to $10,000 and corporation incomes to 6 per cent ; 
nationalizing plants making guns, explosives, poison gas, armor plate and warships, 
and setting up public control over the manufacture of other munitions.”

“And for the purpose of coping with the present dangerous situation, provision 
should be made to prevent the United States from bee ming involved in any war 
for economic reasous. The plain facts are that in the last war we had such a stake 
in the allied cause that we went to war to protect our interests. 

“As a matter of fact going to war did not protect them. The cost of the war 
was so great that it was impossible to collect the war debts from anybody. So it 
didn’t really make any difference to the United States who won.”

The Kalamazoo, Mich, Gazette forsees one question which Congress will have 
to decide upon when it gets down to business next month and that is “rephicing 
our present ‘stop-gap’ neutrality law with a permanent measure,” 


“That is the difficult and debatable question of how much discretion—if s),y— 
the administrative branch of the government should be allowed in the matt«r of 
forbidding the sule and shipment of war materials to belligerent nations. * * 

“The real question, it seems, is whether we want a neutrality law whic! will 
be really ‘air-tight’ or one which will be subject to a wide range of discretionary 
interpretation and application by the administrative power of the government. ‘Ty 
adopt a law of the latter sort would be to place a tremendous amount of power and 
responsibility in the hands of one man. A single error of judgment in a crisis might 
be sufficient to defeat the whole purpose of neutrality. Certain it is that if on 
neutrality law is to embody any discretionary provisions at all they should he 
extremely limited in seope.” 


“Never in the history of the world, perhaps, has international sword-rattling 
created the din it is making today,” says Philadelphia Juquirer. * * * 

“What, exactly, does all this fist-shaking in Europe and Asia mean? It does 
not necessarily mean that war is imminent. But it does indicate that unless economic 
and political issues in Europe can be put on a constructive basis, with hitional 
rivalries at least temporarily shelved, there is grave danger of armed conflict within 
the next two years. Neither England nor France, to all present appearances, 
would be able to exert enough moral suasion to prevent indefinitely a test of strength 
between Fascists and Communists. * * * 

“It would appear to be high time that all the nations of Europe realize war 
debts or no war debts, that the people of the United States are resolved never again 
to become entangled in a war that is no concern of theirs. If the Fascists and Com 
munists of Europe and Asia want to fight it out, well and good. Let them by all 
means go to it, The sooner one or all of the dictators and war lords are overthrown 
and their power broken the sooner it’ will be possible to build world peace upon 
a firm foundation. * * * 

“What ever the personal opinions of millions of American citizens concerning 
the respective merits of European and Asiatic contentions, it: may sufely be said that 
they are almost a unit in one determination: that the United States must never 
again be embroiled in a foreign war. On this issue the people will sternly hold 
their leaders responsible. 

“America must not be permitted, on any pretext or through any blunders, to 
stumble into a foreign war.”

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Industrial Mobilization Plan 

Jointly approved by the Acting Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy, the War Department made public 
Thursday, Dec. 10, 1936, the current re- 
vision of the industrial mobilization plan. 
The previous plan was approved in 19383 ; 
the present revision represents three 
years of progressive study during a period 
when much popular attention has been de- 
voted to the form our war organization 
will take in another major emergency. 
Issued as a public document, the new in- 
dustrial mobilization plan represents the 
last word and the best thought of the War 
and Navy Departments, of Congressional 
committees, industrial leaders and repre 
sentatives of many leading national 
organizations. 

In general the industrial mobilization 
plan comprises two main divisions: (a) 
Procurement planning; i. e., the methods 
for insuring that the Army and Navy will 
know What they must have in time of war 
and how and where they will get it; and 
(b) Plans for the control of economic 
resources and the mobilization of indus- 
try. In the plan, policies and organiza- 
tions are prescribed for the determina- 
tion of war-time requirements of ma 
terials, practices are outlined governing 
studies and procedure’ for assuring 
adequate supplies. The computation of 
requirements for the Army is a function 
of the General Staff; the procurement of 
supplies to meet requirements is a fune 
tion of the office of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War. 

The peace-time coordination of war pro- 
curement problems of both the Army and 
Navy is a function of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board. This body, which has 
been in existence some years has had its 


organization strengthened and is now 
functioning. It will continue to coordi- 


nate service requirements in time of war. 
Serving on it are the Assistant Secretary 
of War and the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy. At present its personnel con- 
sists of the following Army and Navy 
officers :

Marine Generals to Field 
In a shift involving all but one of the 
Marine Corps line generals, Marine Corps 
Headquarters will be stripped of high 
ranking officers next June to permit the 
assignment of officers of suitable rank to 
commands in the Fleet Marine Force. 
The Major General Commandant will 
be sole remaining permanent general 
oflicer remaining at Marine Headquarters 
in the Navy Department under the slate 
announced Wednesday. One general offi- 
cer, Brig. Gen. Randolph C. Berkeley- 
the only one unaffected in the move—will 
continue as president of the Marine Corps 


Examining Board, and the three staff 
departments will continue with tempo 
rary brigadier generals at their head. 


The Examining Board must have a gen- 
eral officer in charge and moreover is at 


Washington Marine Barracks, not at 
Headquarters. 
The Fleet Marine Foree, which the 


newly appointed Commandant, Maj. Gen. 
Thomas CC. Holcomb, described last week 
as “the outward and visible sign of what 
we do for the Navy,” will have a major 
general in Command, and brigadier gen- 
erals heading its two brigades, beginning 
next June. The Force has had but one 
sveneral officer, a brigadier, in command, 
and two colonels commanding brigades. 
The changes, General Holcomb indi- 
cated, are in accordance with a policy he 
has laid down, whereby general oflicers 
shall have command duty as far as pos- 
sible. With the exception of the staff de- 
partment heads, he stated, general oflicers 
will generally not be ordered to duty at 
IHleadquarters. 
Leaving Washington will be: Maj. Gen. 
Louis McC. Little, the present Assistant 
Commandant who becomes commanding 


general of the Fleet Marine Force and 
of the Base at San Diego; Brig. Gen. 


Richard P. Williams, now in charge of 
the Marine Corps Reserve, who will com- 
mand the First Brigade of the Force at 
Quantico, Va.; and Brig. Gen. John C 
Beaumont, who will head the Second 
Brigade of the Force at San Diego. Maj. 
Gen. James C. Breckinridge, commanding 
general of the Department of the Pacific 
and Maj.

James J. Meade, who made his number 
for that grade, Dee. 1, will be detached as 
commander of the First Brigade of the 
Fleet Marine Force to attend the Naval 
War College next year. 

While no reliefs have been selected for 
the three general officers scheduled to 
leave Headquarters, it is practically cer- 
tain that their posts will be taken by 
colonels. The only general officer who has 
yet to be assigned is Brig. Gen, Douglas C. 
McDougal, who will be relieved by Gen 
eral Little commander of the Fleet 
Marine Force. Considerable speculation 
has arisen as to his future post and as to 
who will be selected for the post of As- 
sistant Commandant. 

Ineligible under the “Manchu law” to 
return to Headquarters for any post save 
Assistant Commandant, a detail for 
which it is understood he is not being con 
sidered. There is no indication to 
General MeDougal’s probable assignment.

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Analyze Army Promotion 

An increase in attrition with a cor- 
responding stimulation in the rate of pro- 
motion is looked for in the Army over the 
next few years, according to statistical 
studies made by the War Department 
General Staff. 

Following the enactment of the Army 
promotion act of July 31, 19385, the Gen- 
eral Staff plotted the future rate of ad- 
vancement of promotion list officers of the 
Army in accordance with past perform- 
anee and considering all factors, and re 
leased to the Service their forecast, This 
chart, published in the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL a year ago, has proved quite ae 
curate in the past year, actual attrition 
and promotion following quite closely 
that predicted. 

Due to several factors, however, which 
involve happenings since the study was 
made and to one for which there was no 
necurate basis for prognostication, it: ap 
pears that there will be a slight increase 
in the promotion rate in the future over 
that originally forecast. Two laws were 
passed by Congress during the past year 

the Thomason act and the Corps of En- 
ginecrs act under which the officer 
strength of the Army has been increased 


and will be still further enlarged, The 
resultant promotion stimulus given by 


these steps just about offset the lessened 
attrition rate, which was lower than had 
heen predicted. A larger number of vol- 
untary retirements had been looked for 
than actually occurred, the number of 
applications under the 15 to 20 year law 
just about equaling the prior annual 
number of Class B retirements, which 
fell to practically nothing. 

The number of voluntary retirements 
which might have been expected during 
the depression was not capable of ac- 
curate prediction, as there had been no 
previous depression of such scope on 
which to base an estimate, although in 
normal times a forecast of this kind based 
on statistics going back a half a century 
is usually borne out fairly well. However, 
while attrition during the past year did 
not meet expectations, this means faster 
promotion in the future, for advancing 
age and returning good times will in- 
evitably raise the attrition rate. 

During the past year, only 266 officers 
left the promotion list from all causes, 
which with an authorized and actual 
strength of 10,655, meant that the attri- 
tion rate was 249%. The normal ex- 
pectancy is 4.02%, but due to the fact that 
the great bulk of officers are and have 
been for the past few years in the age 
group which has the lowest rate of attri- 
tion, this was expected, Over the past 13 
years the annual rate has averaged 2.86%, 
One third of the promotion list officers 
are in the group, 40 to 46 
years, the greatest number being 41 years 
of age. With the “modal age” as statis- 
ticians call it, being 41 years, the attrition 
rate is below 2% for the great bulk of of-

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Confer on Floating Dry Dock 

Representatives of the Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Naval Districts met in Wash- 
ington this week with Navy Department 
officials regarding the construction of the 
floating dry dock ARD-3. 

When bids were opened in the Navy De- 
partment last month only one company 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Company - 
submitted a bid for its construction. This 
bid of more than $21,000,000 was con 
sidered too high by the Navy Department 
and bids were requested from the Mure 
Island and Puget Sound Navy Yards. 

Their bids are being gone over in the 
Department now with the yard’s respec 
tive representatives and a decision is ex- 
pected to be reached in about a week, it 
is said. 

The dry dock, to be used at Pearl Har- 
bor, T. H., will be of such size that it can 
not be built on the Atlantic Coast and 
transported through the Panama Canal. 
Consequently, it must be built on the West 
Coast. Only the Mare Island and Puget 
Sound yards have facilities to construct 
the floating dry dock ARD-3, it is said. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson said 
this week that “we have got to get a dry 
dock to take battleships and large 
cruisers, Whether you put all kinds of 
additions, ete., on is a different question 
which can take additional appropriations, 
but under the law we have to get a work- 
able dry dock for $10,000,000.”

Navy-Geophysical Survey 

The Navy Department announced Dee. 
9 that the U. 8. Submarine Barracuda, 
under the command of Lt. W. A. Gorry, 
USN, had completed the first leg of the 
Navy-Geophysical Union Expedition of 
1936 and would arrive in Trinidad Dee, 10. 

This expedition organized by the 
Hydrographic Office of the Navy Depart- 
ment in cooperation with the American 
Geophysical Union is directed by Capt. 
Lamar R. Leahy, USN, Hydrographer of 
the Navy Department. Professor Richard 
M. Field of the Department of Geodesy 
of Princeton University is the representa- 
tive of the American Geophysical Union 
of the National Research Council. From 
the geophysical and geological standpoint 
the area under survey, the Caribbean Sea, 
is one of the most interesting in’ the 
world. 

The Bartlett Deep southward of Cuba 
and the Puerto Riean Deep northward of 
the Island of Puerto Rico have been pro 
lifie producers of voleanic and earth- 
quake disturbances. 

The purpose of these scientific surveys 
and determinations is to gather data on 
the relative stability and equilibrium of 
the earth’s crust under the entire region 
of the Lesser Antilles Islands. From the 
results of this expedition a greater knowl- 
edge of the disturbing factors productive 
of voleanic eruptions and earthquakes is 
anticipated. 

The Navy Department on two former 
oceasions, namely the Navy-Carnegie Ex- 
pedition, 1928, and the Navy-Princeton 
Expedition, 1982, has cooperated with the 
leading scientifie organizations of this 
country in this important class of work in 
the waters of the Greater Antilles. 


General Russell’s Report

the selection board for the selection of 
major generals to be composed of as many 
major generals as are available, exclud- 
ing the Commandant, and a number of 
rear admirals of the Navy to bring the 
Board’s membership to nine as required 
by law. At present major generals are 
selected by a board of nine rear admirals 
of the Navy. 

Another recommendation forwarded 
was to introduce additional legislation to 
insure an average of two vacancies a year 
in the grade of general officer. “This,” he 
pointed out, “will create a steady flow of 
promotion to that grade as well as in the 
lower grades.” 

Other recommendations calling for the 
introduction of legislation included : 

1. Heads of staff departments to retire 
with rank held as head of the staff de- 
partment in which they served. 

2. That the Major General Commandant 
shall have the rank of lieutenant general. 

It was also recommended that the 
Marine Corps be represented on the Gen- 
eral Board. Regarding this Major Gen- 
eral Russell said: 

“According to the provisions of the 
Navy Regulations, the Secretary of the 
Navy may oppoint a general officer of the 
Marine Corps—to serve as a member of 
the General Board. It is felt that the 
Marine Corps should be represented on 
the General Board, the more so since it 
often deals with problems materially af- 
fecting the Corps.” 

Following is the text of Major General 
Russell’s recommendations and observa- 
tions concerning the selection system of 
promotion for officers : 

Promotion of Marine officers, prior to the 
Act of May 20, 1934, was by seniority, except 
in the advancement of colonels to the rank of 
general officers. Normal attrition, upon which 
the rate of promotion was entirely dependent, 
amounted to only about 24% a year. There 
was a law providing for the involuntary re 
tirement at the age of 56 years of colonels 
whose names were not on an eligible list 
either for promotion to brigadier general of 
the line or for appointment as head of a staff 
department, but this was to an extent nullified 
by the practice of placing colonels on an 
eligible list when they reached that age. At 
one time, half the colonels of the Marine 
Corps were on the list, and few were retired 
for age in grade. Accordingly, this did not 
appreciably accelerate promotion, 

In consequence of the seniority system, the 
majority of Marine officers had become, or 
were becoming beyond the age of useful em 
ployment in the grades they occupied. 
Vacancies in the upper grades did not oceur 
with sufficient frequency to provide a flow of 
promotion, and the condition was accentuated 
by the fact that, in the readjustments follow 
ing the World War, many officers were re 
tained who were already over-age for their 
grades, There were captains 50 to 40 years 
old, and lieutenants proportionately over age. 
Many officers suffered from physical ailments 
grave enough to reduce their mental alertness 
und physical stamina, while not sufficient to 
retire them. This situation, particularly in 
the junior grades, is dangerous. A captain 
should be not older than 36 years and possess 
endurance equal to that of his strongest men 
Ile must lead the day’s march, and while at 
the end of it his men may rest, he must stay 
on his feet to care for them and see to the 
security of the camp. The actual rate of 
progression, prior to the Act of May 29, 1984, 
was so retarded that many excellent and able 
young officers would have been retired for age 
while still serving in the grades of captain 
and major. This condition of stagnation was 
particularly discouraging to the junior offi 
cers and their morale was impaired by it. 
Furthermore, it was a condition which grew 
steadily worse. 

Aside from the consideration of stagnation 
of promotion and over-age in grade, another 
serious defect of the seniority system was 
that an able, zealous, active and efficient of 
ficer could not be promoted over the head of 
another who lacked = such qualifications. 
Mediocre officers were promoted as rapidly as 
the most efficient and there was no incentive 
to excel. There was, among the majority of 
officers, a general recognition of the gravity 
of the situation and an increasing conviction 
that, in the interests of efficiency, there should 
be, within reasonable standards, reward for 
merit and elimination of untitness, 

The Navy, when confronted with a similar 
situation in 1916, found remedy in the adop 
tion of the selective system of promotion. 
Basing on the Navy's successful experience, 
the Marine Corps recommended legislation 
along the same lines which was enacted into 





law on May 29, 1934. Unfortunately, a clause 
had to be included in that bill which pre- 
vented the elimination of officers not selected 
for promotion in the grades of major and 
lieutenant colonel, This retarded promotion 
until, on May 1, 1936, the clause was repealed, 
The Marine Corps personnel law is now in all 
essential respects similar to that of the line 
of the Navy. After a litthé gae@@e than two 
years of operation, the selective system hag 
already increased the efficiency of the Corps, 
The age-in-grade condition ,although not en- 
tirely corrected, is improved and Marine off- 
cers generally exhibit a keener interest in 
their profession and display eagerness to fit 
themselves for further advancement, 
Selection of Major Generals 

Under the present law, major generals are 
selected from brigadier generals of the line 
by a board composed of nine (9) rear admirals 
of the Navy. 

It is obvious that selection of major gen 
erals for the Marine Corps should be made by 
a board composed of Marine officers. Unfor- 
tunately, there are not a sufficient number of 
major generals to compose a selection board. 
Consequently, it was necessary to turn to a 
Navy board. The law does not permit a mixed 
selection board of Navy and Marine officers 
While the two Navy selection boards com 
posed of rear admirals that have selected 
Marine officers for promotion to major gen- 
eral have performed their duties in a most 
conscientious, thorough, efficient and satisfac 
tory manner, it is felt that their contacts with 
and knowledge of the officers eligible for 
selection are decidedly limited. 

In view of the above, it is earnestly recom- 
mended that a bill be drafted and presented 
to the 75th Congress to remedy this situation, 
In my opinion, the selection board for the 
selection of major generals from brigadier 
generals of the line should be composed of as 
many major generals of the Marine Corps, 
exclusive of the Major General Commandant, 
as may be available, and of a sufficient num- 
mber of rear admirals of the Navy to Bing 
the membership of the board to nine. The 
Major General Commandant is exeluded for 
the reason that his actual rank may be that 
of colonel or brigadier general. 

While the selective system in the Marine 
Corps, now similar to that of the line of the 
Navy, has been applied with excellent results 
through the two years since its adoption, I 
feel that one factor has been overlooked. In 
the Navy, there are enough annual retirements 
among flag officers to insure a flow of pro- 
motion from the higher grades to flag rank. 
The number of Marine general officers, how- 
ever, is very small and retirement from that 
rank relatively slow. At the present time, @ 
number of years may pass without a vacancy. 

To remedy this condition and to create @ 
steady flow of promotion to the grade of gen- 
eral officer as well as in the lower grades, it 
is recommended that legislation be obtained 
to insure an average of two vacancies in that 
wrade each year. 

Selection of Commandant

than any officer now on its active list, and my 
assignments have covered every phase of 
Marine Corps duties.

SECRETARY SWANSON REITERATED THIS week that he has no objection to 
making public the promotion report of the General Board of the Navy before Congress 
shall assemble next month. It will be an action which will appeal to the Service as a 
whole. In another column we print a typical letter received from the West Coast 
indicating that the failure to take the Service into the Department’s confidence is giv- 
ing rise to suspicion regarding the recommendations made by the Board, and the char- 
acter of the criticisms expressed by the several Chiefs of Bureaus, to whom they 
were submitted for comment. Because we anticipated this natural development, we 
have been insistently urging the Department to make the report public. This has 
not been done, although two months have elapsed since the Board submitted its 
advice to the Secretary, because of the claim that subordinate department officials 
require time for the necessary study in order to formulate their views. Accepting 
this as plausible, yet it is altogether likely a clearer evaluation of Service opinion, 
with, perhaps, helpful suggestions, and certainly something like united support for 
the proposed legislation, would result from general knowledge of the contents of the 
report. Morale is a delicate fabric. It can be strengthened by due consideration of 
the views of the personnel, or it can be weakened and possibly destroyed by a dis- 
regard of them. In a matter so vital to career as promotion, so complex in its various 
ramifications, the wise leader in seeking reform avoids secrecy, and endeavors to 
rally behind his plan the mass of opinion, Doubtless, the long experience of Secretary 
Swanson in public relations is responsible for his determination to give the report to 
the press. The Department then cannot be accused of jamming through legislation 
the effects of which the Navy has not had a chance to forecast. Within less than a 
month now Congress will meet and the Naval Committees will be organized to do 
business. If the report be made public at once, the personnel of the Fleet and other 
ships and stations can look it over and be prepared, should the House Naval Com- 
mittee seek general opinion. Every day that passes reduces this important oppor- 
tunity. The policy of delay in publication increases doubt and makes more difficult 
that harmony of view which is essential to prompt enactment. Use your power, Mr. 
Secretary and order the report made public. 


THE NEW INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION plan announced this week is a monu- 
mental work and a fine tribute to the industry of those Army and Navy officers and 
civilian advisors who have been engaged on industrial mobilization planning. — It 
represents a tremendous advance from those days of 1917-1918 when the munitions 
power of the United States was an unknown and neglected quantity. Further, the 
plan shows very clearly that the War and Navy Departments have no exaggerated 
ideas of the industrial war effort of the country and do not indulge in extreme views 
as to its utilization. It is clear from the new plan that, in time of major war, manage- 
ment of the industrial effort will rest in the hands of qualified civilians. The services 
through the Army and Navy Munitions Board will know constantly their material re- 
quirements and will depend upon private industry, properly organized and controlled, 
to produce them without excess profit. The magnitude of the task of drafting the 
plan is evidenced by the fact that 20,000 industries, 12,000 of which were classified 
as of “first priority,” were contacted by the services in the course of their studies. 
Secretary Woodring expressed himself as entirely satisfied with the cooperation of 
industry in the drawing up of the mobilization plan. Industry is glad to assist in 
the patriotic effort of planning for defense, glad to abolish the old uncertainty as to 
what is expected from them and what will be done with them when war arises. Fun- 
damentally the entire plan is based on cooperative effort, cooperation of industry and 
labor under civilian leadership with the armed forces in defense of the Nation. 
Commandeering, although a recognized war power of the executive, is not contem- 
plated to be placed in operation except as a last resort. The plan constitutes a per- 
fect answer to the all too frequent criticism of the calibre of thought available for 
this important phase of war preparation, and it does so with due emphasis on the fact 
that the objective of any war plan must be victory. 


IT IS A TRIBUTE to the enduring character of Cavalry functions that the new 
arm of defense—mechanization—should have been turned over to it for development. 
Years of study and experimentation of mechanization by the best minds in the service 
led inevitably to the conclusion that the missions for which it is best fitted are those 
which through the ages have been considered Cavalry missions-—distance reconnais- 
sance, protection of flanks, pursuit, exploitation of break-throughs, raids, ete. While 
Cavalry had always carried with it the thought of horses modern developments have 
classified it, as it has the other arms, by functions and not by the means by which it 
performs those functions. Thus today, without minimizing the importance of horse 
cavalry, that arm is making remarkable progress in utilizing to the best advantage 
the developments of the American automotive and communications industries. At 
Ft. Knox, Ky., there has grown the Seventh Mechanized Brigade, composed of the 
historic First Cavalry, now without horses, which will be completely equipped with 
fast modern combat cars and scout cars by June 30, 1937, and the 13th Cavalry, 
recently moved to that post, which is now about one-half furnished with its 
mechanized equipment and which is expected to have its complete equipment by June 
30, 1938. Also with the brigade is a battalion of mechanized Field Artillery, capable 
of working with the mechanized brigade on its swift movements. Also the Engineers 
contribute to the success of the development with a detachment equipped and trained 
to see that roads, bridges and defiles are in such shape that they will not delay the 
rapid advance of the force. Aviation, too, plays its part in furnishing observation. 
Ordnance follows up the equipment it has helped develop by keeping it going and 
watching for opportunities for technical improvements. To the Signal Corps and the 
radio industry must go credit for the remarkable advances which have permitted two 
way radio communications between the speeding cars on road and field. Meanwhile 
the horse remains with other regiments, developing its usefulness in those missions

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Army and Navy Cooperate for Industrial Mobilization Planning—A most impor- 
tant feature of the new Industrial Mobilization Plan made public this week, and one 
that is not evident from the plan itself, is the high degree of harmony and cooperation 
that marked the War and Navy Departments in its formulation. While the 1983 
mobilization carried, as does the present one, the seals and signatures of both the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy it was no secret that the earlier 
studies did not arouse much enthusiasm in the Navy Department and that there was, 
under the surface, some disagreement as to priorities. 

For the new plan however, when the Assistant Secretary of War, under the man- 
date given his office by Section 5a of the National Defense Act, approached the Navy 
on the subject of a revision of plans he met with wholehearted cooperation, so much 
so that in his conference with the press this week Secretary Woodring volunteered the 
statement that one pleasing difference between the old plan and the new is that the 
“Army and the Navy have been working together harmoniously” on the new one, He 
added that he could not speak too highly of the friendships and cooperation that de- 
veloped between the two services in the course of the negotiations. This partnership 
with the Navy, he said, has been a big factor in working out a satisfactory plan. 











Army Eligibility Board—-Arriving in Washington this week were Maj. Gen. Frank 
Rt. McCoy, commanding the Second Corps Area; Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
commanding the Fourth Corps Area and the Third Army; Maj. Gen. George 8. 
Simonds, commanding the Ninth Corps Area and the Fourth Army ; Maj. Gen. William 
E. Cole, commanding the Fifth Corps Area; and Maj. Gen. Herbert J. Bress, com- 
manding the Kighth Corps Area. While no announcement was made as to their 
mission in Washington it is generally understood that they compose the membership 
of the board which is apointed annually to compile the list of colonels of the line 
who are eligible for appointment to the grade of brigadier general. As is customary, 
the results of their deliberations will not be made public, not even the colonels them- 
selves being privileged to learn whether or not they are carried on the list. 


Navy General Board—Capt. William Baggaley, USN, chief of staff of the 15th 
Naval District, who is under orders for duty at the Navy Department, will be assigned 
to the General Board, The retirement, Dec. 1, of Rear Adm. Joseph M. Reeves and the 
detachment this week of Rear Adm. J. W. Greenslade for duty in the Fleet, leaves the 
Board with only four members, Rear Adm, Thomus C, Hart, Rear Adm. W. R. Sexton, 
Rear Adm. A. E. Watson, and Rear Adm. A. W. Johnson. With Captain Baggaley’s 
arrival the Board will again reach its minimum strength of five members. No other 
additions are contemplated to its membership at this time, as at present no other flag 
officers or senior captains are available for assignment. 


Widows Pensions—indications are that legislation will be placed before Congress 
next winter to provide pensions for the widows, children and other dependents of 
veterans of the World War, who die of causes not connected with their war service. 
Representative Gasque, of S. C., chairman of the House Pensions Committee, has indi- 
eated that he is considering introducing a “uniform pension bill” which would give 
equal treatment to the dependents of all wars. Other congressmen are understood to 
have similar plans in view. A World War widows pension bill is of great importance 
to personnel of the Regular Services, especially to retired officers and men. Existing 
pension laws provide a pension for the dependents of personnel of the Regular Services 
only if their death was due to service connected causes, or if they served during the 
Spanish American or an early war. Dependents of retired officers and enlisted men 
who die from causes not attributed to their active service are not entitled a pension 
unless the oflicer or man served during the Spanish War. Moreover the rate of 
pension allowed to widows of Regular Service personnel who die from peace-time 
causes is lower than that paid to non-service connected Spanish War cases. There- 
fore, if a non-service connected World War widow pension law was enacted, a higher 
rate would probably be allowed to all widows of the Regular Service personnel who 
die in peace-time, if they had World War service and the wives of many additional 
retired officers and men would be made eligible for pension in case of their husband’s

Fleet Talks of Foreign Marrying Ban—The wardrooms of the ships of the fleet 
are buzzing with discussions on the likelihood that the Navy Department will follow 
the example of the State Department in its edict that diplomats and officers of the 
consular service are prohibited from marrying foreigners without first obtaining 
departmental approval. As the Navy views the order of the State Department, 
the purpose is to protect everything of a diplomatic and consular nature that is 
secret and confidential from getting into foreign hands through the medium of wives 
of foreign nationality who might inadvertently allow the subject matter to become 
known. 

Argueing on these assumptions, naval officers consider the protection of naval 
secret and confidential matters as far more vital than those of a diplomatic or 
consular nature.

The Army and Navy Munitions Board 
is constantly studying ways and means of 
coordinating industrial facilities, obtain- 
ing the necessary commodities and pos 
sible controls that may be necessary to 
assure adequate transportation, power 
and fuel in a major emergency. The 
Board works in close cooperation with 
the Planning Branch in the office of the 
Assistant Secretary of War. 

It is the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board which performs the important 
function—the lack of which was a de- 
ficiency in the old mobilization plan—of 
supervising the transitionary period from 
the outbreak of war until the important 
War Resources Administration is actu 
ally established and operating. Under the 
new plan the Army and Navy Munitions 
soard is authorized and directed to

(1) Formulate and keep up to date such 
pertinent plans and policies as in the opinion 
of the two Departments should be adopted by 
the Federal Government for coordinating and 
controlling national industrial effort in an 
emergency.

The three principal war-time measures 
outlined in the plan are the control of 
priority of production, control of prices 
and commandeering. In time of major 
wir the plan provides for the establish 
ment of a number of superagencies under 
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the control of civilians. The most im- 
portant of these is the War Resources Ad- 
ministration—a modern counterpart of 
the War Industries Board of 1917-1918. 
In time of war this would be the first na 
tional superagency to be established. 
Pending the formation of other super 
agencies it would, insofar as it is able, 
perform the duties prescribed for all 
superagencies. The War Resources Ad 
ministration is the pivot about which war 
time industrial control turns. “It will 
clear requirements for the government 
war agencies, industry and civilian 
population, allot to manufacturing units 
suitable portions of the requirements of 
the armed forces and of the civilian popu- 
lation, a portion to such facilities pro 
portionate parts of existing stocks or 
available production of raw materials 
or of finished parts subsidiary to the 
manufacture of primary items, assign 
priority of production and delivery to 
War materials, curtail nonessential prod 
ucts, eliminate wasteful production by 
various restrictions, and collaborate with 
other governmental agencies in control 
ling prices.” 


Other superagencies provided for in the 
plan are: (1) A War Trade Administra- 
tion for the war-time control of imports 
and exports; (2) A War Labor Adminis 
tration to provide the machinery for 
equitable and voluntary distribution of 
skilled and unskilled labor to industry 
and agriculture; (3) A Public Relations 
Administration to coordinate and direct 
the national publicity activities so that 
the purposes, views and progress of the 
government in prosecution of the war are 
properly and adequately presented to the 
people; (4) A Selective Service Admin- 
istration to govern the selection of per 
sonnel for the armed forces; (5) A Price 
Control Commission to insure the curtail 
ment of excess profits, determine costs in 
advance and stabilize fair wages; (6) A 
War Finance Control Commission to in- 
sure adequate financial support for in- 
dustry in adjusting itself to essential war- 
time production. 





The plan also includes an approval of 
portions of House Bill H. R. 5529 (74th 
Congress, Ist Session). These portions of 
the bill relate to industrial mobilization. 
The War and Navy Departments have 
refrained from expressing its opinion of 
the Internal Revenne portions of this bill 
taking the view that the Department's 
field is confined to industrial mobilization 
and excludes national policy on war-time 
taxation. The bill provides the authority 
for establishing the control organizations 
provided for in the plan. In addition, the 
bill (Tithe I1) contains legislation for 
control of industrial management. Under 
this provision “when in the opinion of the 
President the suecessful prosecution of 
the war requires it he may establish rules 
and regulations for the registration of all 
persons in executive positions who are 
unwilling to cooperate in the industrial 
war effort.” In the discretion of the Presi- 
dent registered persons in any industrial 
plant or industry may be brought into 
the service of the government for the 
duration of the war and shall be subject 
to the jurisdiction of the War Depart- 
ment. However, the Secretary of War 
is not to interfere with the internal man- 
agement of the industries. He may trans- 
fer registrants to any civilian service 
within the jurisdiction of the War De- 
partment; compensation of such persons 
will be paid by the government at rates 
to be fixed by the President and they may 
not accept any other compensation from 
any plant in which they render services 
during the war. 


Credits for Reserves 

Under provisions of subparagraph a 
(2) (f), paragraph 67%, AR 140-5 (Cir- 
cular 71, 1936), Reserve oflicers perform- 
ing duties under the jurisdiction of the 
Assistant Secretary of War will be cred- 
ited with actual hours engaged on such 
duty but not to exceed seven hours for 
any one day, to be certified to by the

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Army Comm :nication’s Report 

Recommendation that 44% additional 
menu be ussigned to the Signal Corps for 
the purpose of operating fixed communi- 
cation installations of the Air Corps was 
made in the annual report to the Secre- 
tary of War by Maj. Gen. James B. Alli- 
son, Chief Signal Officer. 

Other recommendations include the 
authorization of an Assistant Chief Sig- 
nal Officer with the rank of brigadier 
general; that three inactive Regular 
Army Signal battalions be made active 
and that three additional National Guard 
signal battalions be organized, and that 
an infantry division be selected for ser- 
vice test of the Signal Corps in handling 
brigade and regimental communications. 

“Passage of the Army Promotion Bill 
and provision of funds for additional 
grades und ratings for enlisted men dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1937 have improved the 
morale of the Signal Corps,” Major Gen- 
eral Allison stated in his report. 

“Although losses of Signal Corps com- 
missioned personnel have been somewhat 
below normal for the past few years a 
personnel study completed during the past 
year indicates that abnormal losses 
will occur during the approximate period 
1989 and 1949. These losses will be due 
to the separation from the active list for 
various causes of World War officers, of 
approximately the same age, who were 
commissioned in the Regular Army in 
1920. Many of these World War officers 
are highly trained technicians who must 
be replaced by similarly qualified officers. 
With a view to providing qualified re- 
placements, and also to securing a more 
uniform age distribution of Signal Corps 
officers, action has been taken to limit de- 
tails and transfers to the Signal Corps 
to officers in the grade of lieutenant only 
and with not to exceed five years com- 
missioned service except in the cases of 
officers exceptionally well qualified for 
Signal Corps duties. By securing a 
limited number of officers from this 
source, together with the full Signal 
Corps quota of graduates from the Mili- 
tary Academy each year, and by giving 
those young officers technical training 
with Signal Corps units, in the Signal 
Corps School, and at civilian institutions, 
a better distribution by age and grade will 
be secured than now exists in the Signal 
Corps and adequate provision will have 
been made for technically trained officer 
replacements.” 

A new method of instruction, inaugu- 
rated at the Signal Corps School in 
September 1935, permits enlisted person- 
nel to advance in accordance with their 
individual capacity rather than in uni- 
form classes, it was pointed out in the 
report. 

“A Communication Liaison Division of 
the office of the Chief Signal Officer was 
organized during the year to coordinate 
the procurement, assignment and use of 
radio frequencies and call signs through- 
out the Army and to coordinate with 
other governmental departments or 
agencies matters involving joint or con- 
flicting policies or practices,” he stated. 

“The pressing problem of the Com- 
munication Liaison Division in January 
1936, was the procurement and assign- 
ment of radio frequencies for the essen- 
tial peacetime training and operations of 
the GHQ Air Force,” he pointed out. “A 
study of frequency availability indicated 
that it would be necessary to take ad- 
vantage of the geographical separation 
of the several wings of the Air Force and 
to endeavor to procure frequencies with- 
in the required radio set bands which 
would) permit multiple assignment to 
wings with the least possible interfer- 
ence.” 

Due to the lack of Signal Corps per- 
sonnel, a number of Air Corps men are 
being used to assist in handling fixed 
communication installations of the Air 
Corps, and the Chief of Air Corps desires 
that the entire task be taken over by the 
Signal Corps. “This cannot be done,” 
Major General Allison says, “unless the 
necessary personnel is made available to 
the Signal Corps. A detailed study shows 
that the Signal Corps would require 448 
additional men in order to relieve the Air 
Corps of its present share of the fixed 
station work.” 

This personnel increase was not ap- 





proved by the then Chief of Staff but that 
the subject would be given further con- 
sideration later. “It is believed,” states 
the Chief Signal Officer, “that a solution 
to this problem should be found which 
would give the Signal Corps the means 
to carry out its prescribed duties.” 

Major General Allison says that recom- 
mendations were made during the past 
year for a change in the operation of all 
signal communications in the Army ex- 
cept those required for the control of 
artillery fire and those in airplanes and 
highly mobile vehicles. ‘This matter is 
vital,” he said and urged that “careful 
consideration be given it.” 

“The present system of regimental 
communications requires that personnel 
of the infantry, cavalry, field artillery, 
coast artillery and air corps units operate 
and maintain complex equipment,” he re- 
ported. “This organization of communi- 
cations has been successful only under 
especially favorable conditions. Its near- 
failure is an unflattering contrast to the 
striking success of commercial communi- 
cations.” 

Following are the four recommenda- 
tions made by Major General Allison : 

“1. That three inactive Regular Army 
Signal battalions he made active, one each 
in the Second, Third and Fourth Army 
Areas, and that three additional National 
Guard signal battalions be organized, on 
each in the Second, Third and Fourth 
Army Areas. 

“2. That 448 additional men be as- 
signed to the Signal Corps for the purpose 
of operating fixed communication instal- 
lations of the Air Corps. 

“3. That an infantry division be 
selected for service test of the Signal 
Corps in handling brigade and regimental 
communications ; that Signal Corps troops 
be attached to the infantry and field artil- 
lery brigades and regiments in grades and 
ratings approximately equivalent to those 
allotted by present tables of organization 
for the communication personnel they 
would relieve; that after a period of 
training, division communications be sub- 
jected to a severe test in maneuvers and 
fleld exercises to determine the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of operating 
signal communications by Signal Corps 
personnel. 

“4. That legislation be requested to 
authorize the Chief Signal Officer an as- 
sistant in the grade of brigadier general, 
the assistant to hold the rank while so 
serving and the maximum tour in such 
assignment to be four years.” 

New York R. O. T..C. 

The R. O. T. C. unit at the College of 
the City of New York sponsored a highly 
successful interscolastic rifle mateh for 
teams representing high schools of New 
York City at the new college rifle range 
on Saturday, December 5. Eleven teams 
from as many high schools were entered 
in the match, which was fired at 50 feet 
with 22 caliber rifles. So successful was 
this match that Col. O. P. Robinson, the 
P. M. 8S. & T., has decided to hold a 
similar match each semester with suit- 
able trophies and prizes to be placed in 
competition. 

The winner of Saturday’s match, the 
No. 1 team of Brooklyn Technical High 
School, turned in a team score of 1041 
out of a possible 1200. The Abraham Lin- 
coln High School was a close second with 
a team score of 1033. Hyman Perlman, 
high score man of the match, belonged to 
the Brooklyn Technical team.

The first of 
these giant bombers, said to be the fastest 
in the world, crashed at Dayton, Ohio, 
earlier in the year and killed two men. 

Representative McMillan, of the Ap- 
propriation subcommittee, was quoted as 
recommending cessation of further con- 
struction of such planes “until we deter- 
mine whether structural or mechanical 
defects are responsible for the accidents.” 


Adm. Standley Given Luncheon 


Admiral William H. Standley, who re- 
tires as Chief of Naval Operations Jan. 1, 
1937, was given a luncheon at the May- 
flower Hotel, Thursday, Dee. 10, by the 
District of Columbia chapter of the Mili- 
tary Order of the World War. 

Acting Secretary of State, R. Walton 
Moore, praising the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations said “it will be a disappoint- 
ment to all of us, if he is not called on 
again to serve his Government after his 
retirement from active duty.” 

Rear Adm. Thomas C. Hart, Chairman 
of the Navy General Board, told of 
Admiral Standley’s days at the Naval 
Academy more than 40 years ago and de- 
clared that he then was “a_ topnotch 
catcher.” 

Secretary of War, Harry H. Woodring 
in a brief talk placed emphasis on 
Admiral Standley’s spirit of cooperation 
in interdepartmental matters. 

Col. George E. I[jams, former national 
commander of the Military Order of the 
World War, also praised the retiring 
Chief of Naval Operations. Major John 
DD. Cutter, commander of the District 
chapter, presided at the luncheon. 

Admiral Standley, responding to the 
tributes paid him, said that he plans to 
make his home in Calfornia following his 
retirement. He also expressed apprecia- 
tion of Army cooperation and of the aid 
given by the Military Order of the World 
War. 

Capt. Edward A. Duff, Chief of Navy 
Chaplains, gave the invocation, and Col. 
Alva J. Brasted, Chief of Army Chap- 
lains, pronounced the benediction.

Memphis Crew Poisoned 

Fifty enlisted men in the crew of the 
cruiser Memphis, now at Mare Island, 
were made violently ill December 1 by 
food poisoning of an undetermined ori- 
gin. Thirty-two of the stricken men were 
transferred to the Naval Hospital for 
emergency treatment. All are expected to 
recover. The sick men belonged generally 
to all the twenty different messes in the 
ship, a fact that puzzled the medical offi- 
cers who sought the source of the food 
that poisoned the sick men. Capt. James 
L. Kaufman, commanding the Memphis, 
stated the food on the ship was taken on 
board in San Diego when the Memphis 
arrived there from the Canal Zone four 
weeks ago. The fact that the Memphis 
was at Mare Island at the time the epi- 
demic broke out and was thus in immedi- 
ate contact with the Naval Hospital, was 
commented on in connection with the 
total lack of shore naval hospital facili- 
ties for the Fleet at the base at Long 
Beach in the event of wide spread epl- 
demics.

Financial Digest 

The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities on December 2 shows increases for 
the week of $58,000,000 in total loans and 
investments, $53,000,000 in deposits 
credited to domestic banks and $387,000,- 
000 in balances with domestic banks, and 
a decrease of $60,000,000 in reserve 
balances with Federal Reserve banks. 

Loans to brokers and dealers changed 
little during the week. loans on securities 
to other (except banks) increased $5,000,- 
000, holdings of acceptances and com- 
mereial paper increased $3,000,000, real 
estate loans declined $2,000,000, and loans 
to banks declined $1,000,000 “Other 
loans” increased $13,000,000 in the Chi- 
eago district, $8,000,000 in the New York 
district and $27,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks. 

Holdings of United States Government 
direct) obligations inereased $22,000,000 
in the New York district and $13,000,000 
in the Chicago district, and declined $14,- 
000,000 in the San Francisco district, $11,- 
000,000 in the Boston district, $7,000,000 
in the Cleveland district and $5,000,000 
at all reporting member banks. Holdings 
of obligations fully guaranteed by the 
United States Government declined $1,- 
000,000, Holdings of “Other securities” 
increased $33,000,000 in the New York 


district and $31,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks. 

Demand deposits-adjusted increased 
$28,000,000 in the New York district and 
$13,000,000 in the Minneapolis district, 


and declined $18,000,000 in the Boston 
district, all reporting member banks 
showing no net change for the week, 


‘Time deposits increased $19,000,000 in the 
New York district and declined $16,000,- 
000 in other district, all reporting mem- 
ber banks showing a net increase of $3.- 
000,000 for the week. Government de- 
posits remain practically unchanged. De- 
posits credited to domestic banks in- 
creased $15,000,000 in the Philadelphia 
district, $11,000,000 in the Chicago dis- 
trict, $10,000,000 in the Cleveland district 
and $53,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks. Deposits credited to foreign 
banks declined $7,000,000 in the New York 
district and $4,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks.

proceed in the order it deems best to 
ascertain whether or not he has the 
physical, moral, mental, and professional 
qualifications to warrant his being au 
thorized to appear for final examination. 

The physical examination should be 
sufficiently thorough to determine that 
the applicant does with reasonable cer 
tainty meet the physical requirements of 
the War Department as prescribed for 
final examination (AR 40-105 or 40-110), 
or to detect the manifestly unsuitable in 
order that further inconvenience and ex 
pense may be saved. Should there be 
any doubt as to the disqualifying nature 
of physical defects or should such defects 
be remediable, an applicant should not be 
deprived of the privilege of appearing for 
final examination if he desires to appear. 

The inquire into 


board will carefully 


the moral character and general fitness 
of the applicant. The applicant will be 


required to submit to the board letters of 
recommendation from persons in the best 
position to know his reputation. The 
board will not confine its inquiry to the 
recommendations submitted, but will 
carefully question and judge the appli 
cant and will secure any additional infor 
mation from reliable sources that will be 
of value to the board or subsequent 
bourds in determining the moral charac 
ter and general fitness for appointment. 
In addition to moral character the board 
will investigate and observe the appli 
cant’s personality, appearance, — tact, 
bearing, past experience, and = general 
adaptability to the military service. 

The mental examination of applicants 
will be along broad lines and will be only 
such as to assure the board that the ap 
plicant possesses the educational founda 
tion necessary to justify his taking the 
final examination. 

The report of the board will be sent 
Without delay to the area com 
mander, who will review the proceedings 
and will either notify the applicant that 
he has failed to the preliminary 
examination and is therefore not au 
thorized to apear for final examination, 
or send the applicant a letter authorizing 
him to appear for final examination.
